Kelley (H. N. Kelley). The home is located near Burlington, WV. Preacher Kelley was 
responsible for the founding of Kelley Chapel and served as the church’s minister for 
many years. The home still belongs to descendants of the family and continues to be 
used as a private residence. The picture includes the children, step-children and 
grandchildren of Preacher Kelley. This home was the birthplace and homeplace of Harry 
Fisher Shank, Jr., a long-time member of The Keyser Church of the Brethren.
